“THE COW BILL” 

The Live Stock Encouragement Act. 
which was passed at the recent session 
of the Alberta Legislature, commonly 
known as “The Cow Rill’’, is now in op¬ 
eration, and applications are being re¬ 
ceived at the Department of Agriculture 
for loans under this Act. The Act pro¬ 
vides that any five or more farmers may 
avail themselves of its provisions by join¬ 
ing together for that purpose. These 
men may borrow, up to $500 each. The 
money is loaned to them for a period of 
five years at H per cent- interest. The 
fariner receives the full $500 and he has 
nothing to pay but $30 interest once a 
I year until the end of five years. The 
only expense In connection with the loan 
is a fee of $1 for every $100 borrowed. 
There is no further expense in connection 
wjtli chattel mortgages or the registration 
of the same, as the Live Stock Commis¬ 
sioner in the Department of Agriculture 
hnkls the cuttle in security for the loan 
by means of a government brand. A 
certain amount of supervision is made 
over the purcHase of the cattle, or rather 
the farmer is given whatever assistance 
he may require in the purchase, of his 
cows. The money must be used exclu¬ 
sively in the purchase of cows or heifers, 
except in case a number oi members of 
an association, and then 10 per cent, of 
their'money may be used ftir that pur¬ 
pose 

The purchaser of live stock under this 
A.C\ tnusf retain the progeny of the cows 
or heifers so purchased until tlie note is 
paid, except that he can sell the steers 
when they are two years old and ttse the 
proceeds in connection with bis fanning 
business. None of the original cows or 
heifers,orcows or heifers bred from them,> 
oan be sold without the written consent 
of the Live Stock Commissioner. This 
consent,' of course, will be given in case

them on account of their being non¬ 
breeders or for any other reason, replac¬ 
ing those sold with other cows or heifers 
In this way the live stock loans will 
practically all be well secured after the 
first crop of calves has been raised, so 
that there will lie a comparatively small 
amount of risk either for the Government 
or for any individual member of an asso 
ciation. 

In order to avail themselves of ties 
loan, five farmers are asked to join to¬ 
gether, signing joint and several notes 
for tlte money, so that in cast* of any 
man wilfully neglecting his stock there 
will be some interested person in the 
shape of another membetof the syndicate 
to notify the Live Stock Commissioner, 
and he, under the provisions of this Act 
can take charge of the stock so neglected 
and see that the other members of the 
syndicate as well as the Government are 
protected against loss. 

Provision is Mlsoqua^e in the Act for 
the Live Stock Commissioner to proceed 
against the one man who so neglects his 
stock and compel him to pay whatever 
loss there is without involving the other 
members of the syndicate in a law-suit, 
the idea being*to Work out,*iis simply as 
possible, a system by which men can 
borrow money at a low rate of interest 
for tbe purchase of live stock, and still 
have’reasonable protection for the Trea 
sury of the Province of Allterta. which 
guarantee these loans, and thus mater 
ially reduces the rate of interest. 

Already a number of applications have 
been received from associations, Hnd the | 
Live Stock Commissioner is now prepared 
to take the matter up with any farmers

T HE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home¬ 
stead a quarter-section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch¬ 
ewan or Alberta. Applicant must 
appear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-AgeDoy for the District. 
Entry by proxy may be made at any 
Dominion Lands Agency (but not Sub- 
Agency), on certain conditions. 

Duties—Sir months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, oa certain con¬ 
ditions.

At the recent session of the 
legislature the Game Act was 
amended, and now provides a 
close season on antelope until the 
first of October, 1925. 

It also provides that wild geese 
shall receive thesame protection 
as wild ducks, the open season 
being from the first of Septem¬ 
ber, for both ducks and ^ geese 
until the 15th of December, with 
a bag limit of 30 ducks per day 
or 200 for the season. 

The clause relating to the kill¬ 
ing ol White-wingedScoter(com- 
monly called Black duck) north 
of Township 50, has been repeal¬ 
ed, These birds will now receive 
the same protection as other 
species of ducks. 

The shooting of swans and 
cranes is now prohibited at all 
times. 

All shore birds are now pro¬ 
tected, there being no open sea¬ 
son therefor, except for Black- 
bellied Plover, American Golden 
Plover, Wilson Snipe, Great Yel¬ 
low Legs and Yellow Legs, the 
open keakon for these birds being 
the same as for ducks and geese, 
i.e., from September 1st to De-i 
cember 15th.
